There are two species of the Sequoia, 
xli native to California. One Is known 
I as the big or giant tiee and the other i» 
1 the redwood. Where attempts have been 
nade 'o cultivate these [reel h 
r other botanical gaidens, the few speci- 
icns to live any length of lime have shown 
d"'nrf or stunted growth. 
The giant trees of California were old 
when the pyramids were being: built. Thev 
were giants when Columbus discovered 
America and when Nero fiddled in Rome. 
| The lartrest specimens are estimated to be 
r 7000 -years old. 



These trees are protected, but one of a 
smaller siic was cut down for experimental 
and research purposes and its annual nnus 
numbered 2125. Art Idea of the size of the 
traea can be gained by the fact that twenty 
men with arms outstretched tan lust en- 
circle the tree known as General -Sherman. 
If one of the men happens to have short 
arms the twenty will miss circling the tree' 
by about six inches. 

GENERAL SHERMAN while among the 
largest at the base is not nmona the 
tallest of th» trees. Tne Keystone 
State, slightly smaller at the base than tho 
General Sh-rm;in. 1* :i25 feet high and some 
just top the 4ili)-foot mark. 

In the hollow of one of the trees iix 
ponies and mules hnvc been ■■: 
dancing pavilion has he?u made bv polish- 
ing the slump of one gigant c specimen. A 
church In Santa Rcso, California has been 
built entirely from the wood of one tree, 
with a considerable hulk of scraps and 
kindling; left over 

The wood of both types of Sequoia 
is light and durable and takes on a beauti- 
ful satiny finish. In the early davs it wa* 
extensixely used for interior decoration 
nnd the trees frcim which tt cam* arr the 
most valuable in the world 

Smlff hnxes made hy early Spanish set- 
tlers from this wood are still ' 
and are fabulously valued
